Wilson in replying to a messnge from
President Polncare on the annlversary
of the landing of the first Awerican
troops In Europe,

The president's cablegrum, made
publie by the state department, saud:

“Your telegram was certainly con-
celved in the
erous splrit of frlendship, and I am
&ure that I nm expressing the feeling
of the people of the United States as
well as my own when I say that it Is
with inereaslog pride and gratification
that they have seen thelr forces un-
er General Pershing more and more
actively co-operating with the forces
of liberation on French soll.

“It is thelr fixed nnd unalterable
purpose to send men aud materinls in
stendy and increasing volume untll
any temporary Inequality of force 1s
entirely overcome and the forces
freedom made overwhelming, for they
are convinced that it Is only by vie
tory that peace can be achieved nnd
the world's nffuirs settled upon a basis
of enduring justlee nnd right.”

Messages of congratulations on the
anniversary of his arcival in France
addressed to General Pershing, com-
mander In chief of the Americun ex-
peditionary forces, hy Presldent Poln-
earé of France and Genersnl Foch
were made public here on Friday by
General March, chief of staff.

The messages nre as follows:

From President Polueare: “The an-
niversary of your arrival in France
furnishes n happy oceasion to address
my warmest congratuiations to you

and the vallant troops which you com- |

mand, and who have 8o admirably con-
ducted themselves in the recent bat-
tles, I beg you to recelve the us-
surance of my Dbest wishes for the
continuntion of thelr success.'

From Geperal Foch: “A year ago
brought to us the Amerlean sword.
Todany we have seen it strike. By It
our hearts are more closely united
than ever."

General Pershing's reply to Presi-
dent Poinecare, recelved In official dis-
patches from France, sald:

2 NORSE SHIPS SUNK

HUN SUBMARINE SINKS NOR.
WEGIAN VESSELS OFF U. 8.

Crews of Both Vessels Picked Up by
British Vessel—80 Tone of Copper
Taken by U.Boat.

New York, June 14—Two Norwe-
glan steamships, the Vindeggen and
Henrlk Lund, were sunk by s Ger-
man submarine when about two hun-
dred miles east of Cape Charles, Va.,
op last Saturdey and Mondny, respoc-
fively., This brings the total of ves
sels sunk by U-boats since they bhes
gan their campalgn in these waters
to 18,

‘Thelr crews, totaling 68 men, were
brought here by n British stenmship,
which plcked them up nt sea after
they had been sent adrift In  their
smull bonts,

Bighty tons of copper ingots, part
of the ecargo of the Vindeggen, were
taken aboard the U-boat before the
steamship was sunk by bombs.

The vessel was stopped by the sub-
marine on June 8 and the crew was
obliged to unlond the copper Into the
ship's small boats and transfer It to
the Y-bont. Then the smnll bhoats
were taken In tow until the Henrik
Lund was slghted on June 10,

The Heprik Lund was from Nor-
folk for New York, Stopped by the
submsarine the crew of this ship was
Hkewse ordered Into small boats and
the ship sent to the bottom by bombs.
The two erews were tuken In tow and
when the British vessel was hl;{lsh-d.r
according to thelr story, the subma-
rine eut them adrift and submerged.,

ducts will probably be muterinlly re-
duesd. Loss of sugar in  transit
thought submarine ginking and heavy
dewnnds for sugnr for cauning purs
poses occasionad the llmiting order,

Householders are asked to cut the
consumption of fresh beef to one und
onequarter poimds per  porson  per
weelk, whils publie enting places are
requested to serve bolled beef not
more than two meals weekly, beef-
steak not more than one meal weekly,
and roast beef not more than one
meal  weekly., Pork and pork
products may be substituted In mod-
eration. The meat order is effective
untll September 15, Hoover's meat
telogram 1s:

“The demands for beef for our army
and the nllled armles and thelr clvil
populntions for this summer are bhes
yond our present surplus. On the other
hond we have enough Increased sups .
ply of pork this summer to permit
economieal expansion In its use. It
wlil therefore be a direct service to
our armies and the allles If our peo-
ple would In some degree substitute
fresh pork, bacon, hams, and sausuge
for heef products. We request all ho-
tels and restaurants not to place on
thelr menus or serve boiled beef more
than two meals weekly, beefsteak
more than one meal weekly and ronst
beef more than one meal weekly. We
ask houscholders nof, under any el
cumstances, to buy more than one
and one quarter pounds of clear beef
weekly, or one and one half pounds
including the bone, per person in the
household, The puoblic will realize
that the changing conditions of pro-
duction from season to season, the
changing situation In shipplng and
therefore of the markets avallable to
the allles, and the Increasing demands
for our growing army with the flune
tunting supply of local heef In France,
nll mnke it impossible to determine
policies for long periods in advance.
We have recontly nsked for economy
In all meat consumption; we wish
now to emphasize further reduction
of beef by the substitution of pork. It
Is antlelpated that It will hold good
until Septemhber fifteenth and the co-
operation of the publle is most
enrnestly requested,"
